The alleged confession was obtained 
by a police detective after two hours’ 
detention of the woman, who had been 
under surveillance since autopsies de- 
veloped the probability that the in- 
fants had been poisoned. 

Put Acid in Milk. 

“On Saturday night after the bottles 
had been prepared for the babies,” the 
police version of the confession runs, 
“Il put two or three drops of oxalic 
acid into the bottles. I did not do it 
with intent to kill the babies, but I 
Wanted to get square with the nurses, 
Who were my enemies.” 

The police believe the Ankers wom- 
an is demented. Her story they regard 
as true, however, and it was officially 
stated that she would be arrested on 
charges of homicide tomorrow. It was 
econsidered advisable to leave her at 
the hospital tonight under guard. 

Displayed Temper. 

Winifred Ankers is 24 years old. 
\SBae—came-—ta—the—hospital.last Ju! 
with her infant, and after pla@ Ine the 
baby in the care of the hospital, found 
work in the kitchen. She had been 
regarded as a phlegmatic sort of char- | 
acter, but occasionally displayed tem- ! 
per, complaining of the small pay and 
poor food she said she received, 

Suspicion was not directed toward 
her until four of the babies ‘had died 
on Sunday and Monday. With the 
death of a fifth baby an autopsy was 
performed and microscopic examina- 
tion indicated the presence of oxalic 
_#tid Or some simMar irritant. 

It was recalled that recently the 
Ankers woman had persisted in want- 
ing some oxalic acid for cleaning cop- 
per vessels, and that she had finally 
been given permission to buy an ounce 
of it. The authorities were guarded, 
however, in taking definite action 
against the woman until a thorough 
chemical analysis could be made. 

When visited by the police officers 
tonight, the young woman was told 
that unless she related the whole truth 
it would be necessary to remove her 
baby to some other hospital, and she 
thereupon made the alleged confes- 
gion.

KIMMEL SWEARS 


TO HIS IDENTITY: 


Averts Gaze of the Woman He 
Claims as Mother, 


Claimant Rather Nervous and 
Shows Little. Desire to Go 
on Stand for Cross-Exami- 
nation — Several Conflicting 
Minor Statements. 


St, Louis, Mo. February 23.—The 
man known as Andrew J. White, who 
is the claimant in the famous Kimmel 
insurance case, furnished the climax 
in a dramatic situation today when he 
Swore on the witness stand that he is 
George A. Kimmel, whose mysterious 
disappearance from Arkansas City, 
Kan., gave rise to the present contro- 
versy. 

“What is your name?’ was the first 
question asked the claimant by counsel 
for the insurance company of New 
York, which is being sued for recov- 
ery of $5,000 life insurance on Kimmel’s 
life. 

“George Alfred Kimmel,” said the 
witness, taking care to pronounce the 
middle name distinctly. 

“Where were you born?” 

“Niles, Berrien county, Michigan.” 

“When?” ; 

“February 1, 1867.” (Mrs. Kimmel 
testified that George’s birthday was 
February 17.) 

“Are you the brother of Edna Kim- 
mel Bonslett?’’ , 

“I am,” was the .loudly enunciated 
reply. 

“Are you the son 
mel ?’’ 

“Of J. Estelle Kimmell,” said the 
witness, correcting the lawyer, and 
when the question was put again he 
answered “I am.” 

“That is all,” said McIntosh. 
the witness.”’ 

The brevity of the direct examina- 
tion had been expected, since Judge 
Amidon told the lawyers the question 
at issue is whether Kimmel was alive 
when the suit was filed in 1904. As 
Kimmel\ disappeared in July, 1908, he 
was nog legally dead in 1904, seven 
years absence being required to consti- 
tute legal death, in the absence of evi- 
dence of physical death. 

At the afternoon session Harry Fox 
and his wife, who had taken the claim- 
ant to luncheon, had apparent difficulty 
in getting him to reenter court to re- 
sume his testimony. He hesitated at 
the door, and the whispered argunients 
with the Foxes, and with @ private de- 
tective detailed by the insurance com- 
pany to watch him, was looked on with 
interest by people along the corridors. 
The court room was packed with spec- 
tators, a large number of them being 
women. 

In summoning the claimant to begin 
his testimony at the morning session, 
Attorney O’Brien called “Mr. Kimmel.” 

While sitting in the witness. chair 
he faced Mrs. Estelle Kimmel; whom 
he claims as his mother, and who re- 
pudiated him before a jury a few 
days ago. Mrs. Kimmel gazed keenly 
at his face, but he did not return her 
look. 

In a rambling series of statements 
during a grilling cross-examination 
the claimant denied he was ever ina 
cel] at Albany, N. Y. 

He also denied he was known under 
the name of “Hosmer,” the name at- 
tached to a photograph of White, said 
to have been taken at Albany. He ad- 
mitted that the photograph was his, 
but said it was taken at Matteawan. 

He further accused Mrs. Edna Bons- 
lett, Kimmel’s sister, of being instru- 
mental in hiding him in St. Louis after 
he was assaulted, and, as he claims, 
made insane in June, 1898. 

The witness when first shown the 
Hosmer picture said; 

“That’s not me.” 

Almost the next minute he said: 

“That picture was taken at Mattea- 
wan. You have no proof it was taken 
at Albany.” 

The clafmant stated that the name 
“White” was forced on him at the Au- 
burn penitentiary when he entered it 
under the name of John Doe. 

When he resumed his testimony this 
afternoon he told attorneys for Mrs. 
Kimmel that he remembered littk of 
the depositions he had. made in the 
penitentiary, and had no recollection 
of the incidents described as occurring 
in Kansas City, where he says he was 
drugged by three men and later awak- 
ened in a St. Louis hotel.

“Moge than one-half of the expense 
of the Salvation Army institutions in 
this country is borne by the voluntary 
gifts, coming from time to time, of the 
girls whp have been saved by the army,” 
was the statement -made by Com- 
mandet Evangeline Booth yesterday 
on her visit of inspection to Atlanta.

“Everywhere now we find that 
prejudice—ignorance—of our work is 
growing less and less throughout the 
United States.

Washington, February 23.—The tariff! 
legislation program in-the senate will 
be framed at conferences which the’ 
democrats, the progressive republicans, 
ang the regular republicans are plan-| 
ning to hold very soon after the finance 
committee concludes its hearings on| 
the house steel revision bill. That 
will be early in March. 

Democratic leaders virtually have 
decided to make a firm stand for the, 
house measure, with perhaps small 
modifications that would not interfere 
with party solidarity. Mm congress, and 
then ‘having gone on record for the} 
straight democratic bill to endeavor to 
reach some common growWhd with the 
progressive republicans. The regular 
republicans have not had a final con- 
ference on the committee’s procedure, 
but tn all probability will, rest on 
the absence of a report from the tariff 
board and simply bring in an ad- 
verse report of the house measure. 
They are not unanimous on that point, 
however. Some insist that the com- 
mittee should report a republican sub- 
stitute for the measure passed by the 
democratic house. 

Stand of Progressives. 

Progressive republican senators have 
talked over the situation informally 
and while there has been no general 
conclusion reached, the plan of some) 
of those most active is to make some} 
concessions for the democrats if the 
concessions asked are not too great. 
The progressive demand is for a re- 
duction of the duties, but not such 
a reduction as will carry the tariff 
below the protective point. Some of 
the more conservative pregressives, 
however, are already discussing the ad- 
visability of waiting a reasonable time 
for the tariff board’s repoPt. 

The finance committee’s hearings on

PACKERS TRIED 


Witness Tells of Efforts to Ac- 
quire Business of Com- 
petitors. 


Chicago, February 23.—Frederick Jo- 
seph, former vice presidént of the 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger Company, 
and now head of the New York Butch- 
ers’ Dressed Beef Company, related to 
the jury in the packers’ trial today ef- 
forts made by the defendants and their 
representatives to obtain control of 
competing concerns. 

He said in 1902 he and Ferdinand 
Sulzberger entered into a contract with 
Attorneys L. C. Krauthoff and A. C. 
Veeder, representing the Armour, the 
Swiftand the Morris interests, for the 
Sale of a controlling interest in 
Schwarzschild and Sulzberger Company, 
but the attempt to acquire the busi- 
nes of the independent concern was 
unsuccessful.

COMPROMISE MADE

Both Factions of Democrats 
in the House Claim 
Victory. 


Washington, February 23.—Demo- 
crats of the house have compromised 
on the “money trust” investigation, 
the question which has agitated the 
party for so many weeks and which |" 
will come up tomorrow for final de- 
termination. 

Opponents of the Bryan plan for an 
investigation by a special committee 
insist that the compromise is one of 
Phraseology only, while Representa- 
tive Henry, chairman of the rules 
committee, who led the fight for an 
inquiry by a special committee, in- 
Stead of by standing committees of the 
house, claims a victory.

Oklahoma City, February 23.—Okla- 
koma’s democratic state convention, 
which began yesterday afternoon with 
all indications pointing to a bitter fac- 
tional fight, ended late today in a 
political love feast, the selection of a 
Bplit delegation to the Baltimore con- 
vention and the election of Roger 
Galbreath, of Tulsa, uncommitted as 
to his preference for presidential 
Mominee, as national committeeman. 

The compromise which brought about 
the harmonious conclusion was reach- 
ed early today at a conference of 
leaders oof the factions supporting 
_Speaker Champ Clark and Governor 
"Woodrow Wilson, of New Jersey, after 
the delegates, wearied by a stormy all- 
night session, had recessed for a few' 
hours to recuperate for a renewal. of 
the fight on the floor of the conven- 
tion. It was agreeq that twenty dele- 
gates be elected from the state at 
large, each with half a vote, ten in- 
structed for Clark and ten for Wilson. 
When the convention reassembled this 
afternoon the plan was ratified with 
little debate. 

Galbreath Elected. 

Galbreath for national committee- 
man was nominated by United States 
Senator Robert L. Owen and was op- 
posed by John Doolin, of Oklahoma 
City, whose cause was espoused by 
Governor. Lee Cruce. Former Gov- 
ernor Haskell suggested Tate Brady, 
of Tulsa, for the office. Galbreath 
won over Doolin by a vote of 407 to 
146.

Expressing his strong dissent, the president declares himself in 
favor of private ownership of public utilities under proper supervis- 
ion and continues: “This principle I favor because I do not think 
it in accordance with the best public policy thus greatly to increase 
the body of public servants.” : 

At the time the postmaster general sprung his sensational sug- 
gestion, breaking cabinet precedent to do so, The Constitution enter- 
ed the same objection raised by President Taft, but based it more 
upon the personnel of the source than upon the principle involved. 
Public. ownership: of public utilities is~fast becoming a sound and 
popular doctrine in this country. It is already well established in 
the case. of municipalities, and one would have to disregard the 
inevitable growth of the tendency to flatly prophesy that it might 
not eventually extend to the federal government. ’ 

But it is at least certain that congress will hardly consider se- 
riously the proposal to place telegraphs under the supervision of the 
postoffice department as long as that branch of the government is 
administered by an individual with leanings such as those exhibited 
by its present head. When members of the postmaster general's 
own party declare that his department has degenerated into a huge 
political machine, they are not likely to commit themselves to a 
program that will tremendously increase his possibilities in this di- 
rection.

KNOX’S IMPORTANT MISSION. 


The recall of Ospina, Colombian minister to the United States, 
and the announcement by his government that its representative's 
ageressive note to Secretary of State Knox embodied only his per- 
sonal sentiments, closes an ugly incident and leaves the way unob- 
structed for the important diplomatic mission of Mr. Knox to Latin- 
America. For nearly two months the American secretary of state 
will tour Central and South American republics, bent on very much 
the same errand that made notable the similar journey undertaken 
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by Elihu Root. 

Our neighbors to the south of us cannot complain that the Uni- 
ted States has, of recent years, been remiss in making overtures 
| looking toward the establishment of more friendly commercial and 
political relations. Root’s swinging of the circle and his tactful ut- 
terances did much to dissipate the general misimpression that the 
people or government of this country look with acquisitive eyes 
toward territory in the tropics, or the nations south of them. 

If Secretary Knox shall be as successful as his predecessor in 
carrying the good will of this government to our southern neighbors, 
he will be working well for that era of amicable feeling that must 
precede the opening of the Panama canal, if the United States is to 
reap the maximum advantages of that enterprise. To an extent it has 
been and still is an uphill fight to convince the majority of the Latin- 
American peoples that our own nation does not harbor sinister de- 
signs upon them. With many of them the Monroe doctrine, and the 
Promaster: with which the United States has enforced it, has 
constituted a barrier against which our efforts to kindle kindlier 


feelings have beat in vain. 

Of late vears, however, American diplomacy has made it tol- 
erably manifest that its attitude toward other governments on this 
hemisphere was not so much in pursuance of selfish aggrandizement 
as in self-protection. We have made it clear to Europe as well as to 
some of the crippled republics to the southward, that our main inter- 
est in preserving order and encouraging the payment of honest debts, 
was to create such conditions as would make for stable government 


ee ee ee 


and not for land-grabbing. 

It is well to remember, however, that no amount of diplomatic 
initiative on part of the United States will be of avail in building up 
American frade in this great and undeveloped region, unless Ameri- 
can business men co-operate with the government. We cannot ex- 
pect to follow in the trail of Root and Knox and pick up trade au- 
tomatically, unless we imitate the example of the European nations 
and adapt our trade customs to conform to South and Central Ameri- 
can usages. In Latin-America, as in the Orient, we have been pro- 
ceeding upon the theory,that our customers might deal upon our 
deals, and not we upon theirs. The formula must be reversed, before 
we acquire the commercial prestige to which the advantages and 
' proximity of this country entitle us.

Commenting upon an editorial recently published in The Consti-

| The substance of Mr. Muirphey's plan is to maintain in each 
county a board of final resort, authorized to pass upon and revise re- 
turns of every nature.

Whether such a system would remedy the shameful lack of uni-

Not presuming to reach your ideal 
nor claiming to offer a perfect solu- 
tion ot the present unsatisfactory and 
unjust system, whereby the burdens 
of the government. may be made to 
bear equally upon all classes of 
citizens in proportion to the property 
held. by them, I would simply offer a 
suggestion looking in that direction 
which may inspire others that will 
finally bring us the desired condi- 
tions.

I realize that there is no human 
power that can bring about such con- 
ditions as will insure perfect tax re- 
turns, or will compel all tax payers 
to make a true return of their prop- 
erty, both personal and _ real, yet 
some system is possible whereby the 
burdens of taxation may be made to 
rest more equally upon the citizens, 
and at same time increase the reve- 
nue of the state. 

How? Make it the duty of the ordl- 
nary of each county to appoint three 
to five (regulated by size of the 
county) tax assessors or examiners; 
whose duty shall be to review the tax

returns of every citizen and adjust 
the same in accordance with their 
best Knowledge and belief, 

In case the returns of any citizen 
shouid be ehanged, said tax payer 
should be notified of the change and 
rensonable time granted him oc ner to 
defend such returns, but after hear- 
ing the defense the judgment of the 
assessors should be final. 

The assessors or examiners should 
be. selected fror: different parts of 
the county in order that they may 
have definite opinions as to what the 
returns should be, and such men 
should be appointed as are peculiarly 
fitted for the work—strong in busi- 
ness integrity and with the courage 
of their convictions. 

In order to obtain the very best 
men for the work and thereby insure 
competent service, the should be 
paid a per diem sufficient to induce 
the highest type of citizens to accept 
the appointment. 

It occurs to me that the details of 
such a plan might be worked out in 
Jegislative act that will insure ré- 
turns more in proportion to the prop- 
erty values and thereby place the 
burdens of our government where 
they should be. It is true that the 
results of such a system would de- 
pend largely upon the character of 
the men appointed, but this is true 
of the results obtained from any

AT AUDITORIUM 


Madame Tetrazzini was disappointeg 
in the size of her audience last night 
(there were only or three thousand 
people at the Auditorium, when the 
building seats three times as many), 
and so it took her a while to feel and 
inspire the enthusiasm which closed 


her concert with a burst of brilliance. 

The “Mad Scene,” from “Lucia” which 
was the final program number, would 
have justified her fame, however, if 
she had sung nothing else. The flute 
obligato provided striking emphasis 
not only of the graphic flute-like quali- 
ty of her voice, but of that agility 
which is the triumph of Italian art and 
has haq but few exponents in the class 
with the present day queen of them, 
Tetrazzini, in spite of her disappoint- 
ment, she had to live up to the flute 
reflection, and being an artist, she had 


to live up to the aria, than which there; 


is nothing of its kind more beautiful. 
So, she put her whole self into it, and 
lier voice was far sweeter than the 
silver-flute-voice, her tones matched 
like a string of fine pearls, and yet, 
like the pearls, eagh one a value. She 
rose to heights that seemed to defy 
the laws of nature, and these high 
tones were sweet. But it is in her 
medium register the richness lies, and 
she trills on these middle notes with a 
fullness that is luscious. Trills, by 
the way, seem to Eetrazzini as simple 
a matter as the birds find them, and 
they fairly bubbled over in the Italian 
waltz song, which was her final en- 
core.

Starnes, the accompanist) was effec- 
tive and appropriately free of affec- 
tation. In fact, the singer's. whole 
manner is that of gracious dignity, 
while her beauty at once ingratiates 
her with her audience. They felt ag- 
grieved last night in one group of her 
BONES, the English ones. These had 
been dedicated ~ to her, which was 
their only apparent excuse, 45 the 
composers, Victor Herbert and Sir 
frederick Cowan, are well enough 
fixed not to need the advertisement. 
But their inadequacy was forgotten in 
what followed. The “M&ad Scene” was 
a concert in itself, and the singer, 
rising to its heights, her audience rose 
to her, and gave her an ovation which 
suited the brilllamce of her per- 
mance.

If 
a student is found to be defective the 
parents are notified to that effect, and 
the course of treatment depends upon 
their efforts. Many cases of incipient 
tuberculosis have been discovered in 
infected children in time sufficient for 
treatment which caused their immedi- 
ate recovery.

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COTTON RULED 


GENERALLY LOWER 
Market Quiet Most of Day. 


Closed Barely Steady 
at Decline. 


— 


New York, February 23.—The cotton 
merket was.quiet during the greater 
pert of today’s trading and ruled gen- 
erally lower under scattering liquida- 
tion in the absence of buil support. 
The close was barely steady at a net 
ecccline of 14 points on February and 
of from 6 to 11 points on other posi- 
tions. Liverpool showed comparative- 
ly little change over the local holiday, 
and there appeared to be nothing in 
the general news to inspire much fresh 
business with the result that trading 
here, while including a little foreign 
selling, was chiefly for local account. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 2 points to a decline of 1 
peint, and active months sold about 5 
te 6 points net lower during the first 
few minutes, under liquidation by 
buyers of the early week and scat- 
tering pressure, which appeared to be 
inspired by bearish cables from Liver- 
pool to the effect that foreign spin- 
ners had pretty well covered their re- 
auilrements, Covering checked the qde- 
cline and the market rallied a@ few 
points on reports that there had been a 
two weeks’ postponement of the Brit- 
ish. coal strike, with prespects good 
for a settlement of the troubles next 
week, but the market soon turned 
eusier again on the’ failure of the ad- 
vance to attract a broadening demand 
or develop any indications of support 
from ‘leading bulls. After selling off 
to a net loss of about 8 to 13 points, 
there was another, following the pub- 
lication of the big epinners‘ takings 
for the week, but a bulge of 7 or 8 
points was not maintained, and the 
market closeq within 2 or 3 points 
from the lowest on most positicns 

Private wires from the south claim- 
ed that while spot demand was less 
active, there was very little change in 
the attitude of holders and the south 
seemed to be doing little in the open 
market either way.

MOVED WITHIN 
NARROW LIMITS 


Steck Market Very Dull Ex- 
cept at Opening and in 
Last Hour. 


New York, February 23.—Extreme 
duliness descended upon the stock 
market again today, which was unre- 
lieved, save for some activity at the 
opening and in the final hour. Lead- 
ing issues moved within narrow limits, 
which have recently characterized 


their course, while other stocks of les- 
ser importance made material gains. 
This was especially the case with 
Amalgamated Copper, the electrical 
companies and some of the more ob- 
scure railway issues, including Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie.  * 

Strength in the Coppers was proba- 
bly induced by announcement of an- 
other advance in the price of metal, 
being stimulated, in part, by demand 
from various industrial companies at 
home and abroad. The movement in 
Wheeling and Lake Erie was ascribed 
to improved’ earnings. 

For the greater part of the day the 
various industrial issues moved list- 
lessly except in the case of Republic 
Iron and Steel common and preferred, 
both of which were pronouncedly 
weak, The present price of the pre- 
fered stock is accepted as an indica- 
tion that the dividend is to be dras- 
tically cut, if not altogether suspended 
ere long. United States Steel was 
weak in the early dealings, falling to 
the lowest price of the week, coinci- 
dent with the announcement that the 
Great Northern road had ignored it in 
the giving out of a contract for steel 
rails. Wall street professed to see in 
this incident, e.idence of a break be- 
tween the Steel Corporation and the 
Hill interests growing out of the for- 
mer’s approaching cancellation of the 
Hill ore lease. 

teading, like United States Steel, 
fell to a new low point for the week. 
Traders were again sellers of this 
stock, but proceeded more warily, later 
covering their contracts. There were 
no fluctuations of importance until the 
final hour, when the market suddenly 
reversed itself under the lead of Amal- 
gamated Copper, which” attained its 
highest price of the present movement. 
United States Steel and Union Pacific 
also were in good demand, and the list 
as a whole was at best prices at the 
close. 

London's operations here included 
small purchases of the Copper stocks 
and Steel. The weekly statement of 
the Bank of England was hardly not- 
able, save for the increase of public 
deposits of almost $20,000,000. The 
bank’s proportion of reserves to lia- 
bilities fell from 51.24 per cent to 48.64. 
The return of the Bank of France was 
a formidable document, disclosing an 
increase of over $16,000,000 in general 
deposits, a gain of $7,500,000 in gold 
and a reduction of almost $13,000,000 
in discounts and advances.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, February 23,—Cotton has 

advanced, owing partly to bad weath- 
er at the south and a belief that op 
preparations are some two or ree 
weeks late over a large section of the 
cotton belt. The destruction of akout 
100,000 bales at Houston and Bombay 
had some effect for a time. The per- 
sistent trade deman& from European 
and domestic mills, however, has coun- 
terbalanced, to a very extent, even tne 
danger of a colossal coal strike in 
Great Britain, involving some 800,000 
men. For the time being about the. 
only effect is to cut down the spot 
sales in Liverpool to seme 7,000 or 
8,000 bales a day and to cause some re- 
ome of trading tn futures en this 
side. 
_ The dry goods market is gradually 
improving. Prices are firm for all 
Classes of goods and in some cases 
have advanced. Exports of raw cotton 
reach a very high total. 

It is a remarkable fact that this 
year European mills have in some 
cases bought cotton as far ahead as 
1920, in the fear that something may 
happen to the next crop that would 
send prices back to the dreaded 18-eent 
level. In recent years big crops and 
small crops have alternated with a 
regularity that excites comment. 

The fact that there have been swings 
in the crop in recent years of 1,000,- 
000 to 3,000,000 makes the wéather 
news and news about crop prepara- 
tions at this time of special interest. 
Some Georgia reports are to the ef- 
fect that the season is remarkably 
backward and similar reperts eome 
from other parts of the belt. It goes 
without saying that if the start is 
actually much delayed and really bad 
it will as usual, be exaggerated for 
speculative effect. On the other hand, 
the visible supply of American cot- 
ton is the largest ever known, and 
with prices at their present level it 
is not believed that any serious or 
widespread attempt will be made to 
cut down the acreage materially. The 
recent decline, too, of $3 a bale with- 
in a couple of days has rather chilled 
the order for bullish speculation. If 
the great coal strike in England can- 
not be averted, that, too, will act as 
a serious damper. But cotton has 
some strong friends who believe it 
will ultimately go to 12.cents. Big 
spot houses have been buying. So 
have Waldorf-Astoria operators, sick 
of the short side.

SPEND $12,000 
FOR UNIFORMS 


Old Guard of Atlanta Will 


Soon Be Properly 
Equipped. 


The OJd Guard, one of the most 
famous military organizations in the 
south, which includes among its mem- 
bers some of the most prominent citi- 
zens of Atlanta, have.contracted for 
uniforms for the entire command, the 
ainount totalling more than $12,000. 

Plans to adopt and purchase a dis- 
tinctive uniform were made some 
time ago, even before the unveiling of 
the peace monument, which commemo- 
rated the famous tour of peace made 
\through the north by the Atlanta or- 
ganization during reconstruction days, 
and which resulted in establishing 
amicable relations between the two 
Sections of the country. . Seventy-five 
uniforms have been ordered. Within a 
short time about sixty more will be 
contracted for and the entire organi- 
zation properly equipped. 

The uniform, while distinctive and 
striking, is dignified and without 
elaborate display of gold lace or flashy 
trimmings. They are modeled closely 
after the military fashions of ante- 
bellum days, when the volunteer mili- 
tary organizations made much of the 
social features in their meetings and 
celebrations. 

The new uniform will resemble, in 
a measure, that worn by the Old Guard 
of New York, who were here during 
the peace monument celebration in 
October.

“As to what Mr. Rosenwald’s gift to 
the Y. M. C. A. fund meant to Atlanta, 
I will let Mr. Marion M. Jackson, the 
president of that Organization, speak.” 

Significant Development. 

“In my opinion, and in that of thou- 
sands of Atlantans,” said Mr. Jackson, 
“Mr. Rosenwald’s gift of $25,000 to the 
Y.M.C: A. fund of this city, to be used 
in the establishment of a branch of 
this organization fer the . colored 
youths of the city, is one of the most 
significant developments of the moral 
trend of the times this city has known 
for a decade. 

“I believe I am not exaggerating in 
the least when I say’that the effect 
of this donation was nothing short of 
marvelous. Its inbuences were more 
far-reaching than any one supposed at 
the time the generous offer was made. 
It developed later, however, that Mr. 
tosenwald’s offer was to show not 
only to the world at large how At- 
lanta feels toward her colored citizens, 
but was to awaken the city herself to 
the moral responsibility she bears to 
this portion of her population. In the 
campaign which followed the offer in 
wifich the money necessary to make 
the proffer gift accessible, Atlantans 
who had never before felt the claims 
the negroes had upon them were 
awakened to this responsibility, and I 
feel safe in asserting that the effects 
of our guest’s generosity have not 
only just begun to make themselves 
apparent, ‘but will continue to grow and 
widen and spread throughout all 
time.” 

Mr. Rosenwald Talks. 

Mr. Rosenwald, in a short, but aptly 
put response, decried theh part he had 
played in raising the Y. M. C. A. fund 
here and paid Atlanta and her spirit 
of aggressiveness several delicate com- 
pliments. 

“You have génerously over-estimated 
the part I plaved in the great work 
you ha¥Ve done for the Y.-M. C. A. here,”’ 
he said. 

“What I did for Atlanta, I have of- 
fered to do for other cities throughout 
the country, and had it not been for 
the spirit of your people, the offer 
would have gone for nothing here, as 
it has in many other cities. In this 
matter you simply displayed the spirit 
of your city, the spirit which has made 
it the Cheago of the south, and that 
goes even in the presence of our friends 
from New York. 

“And I wish to assure you that it 
was and is a source of extreme grati- 
fication to me that Atlanta shoulg have 
been one of fhe very first cities in 
the country to accept my offer.
